Subject investigation was initiated based upon 
information disclosed in an FBI, New York undercover operation 
targeted against the New York Hotel and Restaurant industry and 
LCN influence associated with labor unions representing employees 
of hotels and restaurants. Specif ically, investigation 
determined subject. Local f 57 , and local- union officers were a 
"paper union," and its officers we're closely associated and 
influenced with/by FRANK D’APOLITO aka Frankie Dap, Capo, GAMBINO 
LCN family. D'APOLITO is currently Vice President of the 
International Brotherh ood of Team sters (IBT) , Local 854, Valley 
Str eam, New York. T he I |of Local 854 is | | 

aka | l of ETTORE ZAPPI aka Terry Zappi , retired 

Capo, GAMBINO LCN family. D'APOLITO and I ~l were 

previously identified as "Soldiers" in ETT0R.E ZAPPI' s crew and 
informant information indicates D'APOLITO succeeded ZAPPI as 
Capo . 

Investigation by FBI, New York and Federal Grand Jury 
(FGJ) testimony. Southern District of New York (SDNY) have 
substantiated numerous Taft-Hartley violations by employers, 
payoffs to labor organizers, Hobbs Act-Extortion payments and 
suspected Union and Welfare fund (Consolidated Welfare Fund) 
embezzlements against subject union and officers. 
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Subsequent investigation by New York has determined the 
following individuals and unions to have a elose association with 
FRANK D'APOLITO and are suspected "paper unions" under LCN 
influence involved in similar activities as subject union. 

Subject unions primarily organize workers in hotels, restaurants, 
garment factories, and medical care facilities; however, they 
will organize any business if a kickback can be obtained.

Investigation disclosed subject union to be a "paper union" under 
the influence of FRANK ROBERT D'APOLITO, aka "Frankie Dap" capo, 
GAMBINO LCN family and Vice President, International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters (IBT) Local 854, Valley Stream, New York. Officers 
of subject union are VINCENT GULINO, President; HENRY FINIGUERRA, 
Secretary-Treasurer; and JULIUS BERNSTEIN," Union Organizer. 
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Additionally, GULINO is a President of two other unions and 
FINIGUERRA is a Secretary-Treasurer of three other unions as well 
as Administrator of the "Consolidated Welfare Fund" which 
services four unions. All of these additional unions are located 
at 86-52 Queens Boulevard, which is an address identical with 
subject union. Review of US Labor Department LM-2 forms shows an 
interrelationship between ANTHONY PARISI, RICHARD COSTELLO and 
the above persons as former union officers who are now presidents 
of their own locals. All persons set out above are associated 
with and influenced by FRANK D'APOLITO based upon source 
information . 

Investigation above assisted by several New York FBI 
organized crime member and associate sources and their 
inform ation has been corroborated bv a co operating witness; a 
former | .

Information from New York OC sources and cooperating
